EBSTER’S DICTIONARY tells us that one of the 
W meanings for church is a building for divine 

worship. Many people refer to the church as a 
“meetinghouse” and think of it as a place for seeing 
their old friends and meeting new ones. Some go to get 
the latest gossip and to show new apparel. When folks 
do this, the church ceases to be a church. We should al- 
ways go to church in a spirit of worship. Notice the word 
“divine” in the definition. A church is not a place for 
worshiping men, idols, or such, but it is a place for wor- 
shiping the Divine One. 

I have seen many churches as the congregation gath- 
ered just before service time. As the crowd increased, 
the noise increased, with everyone talking at once and 
the children running over the house—a great noise every- 
where but in the prayer room. When a church permits 
this, it ceases to be a church and becomes a “meeting- 
house.” 

We should always think of the church as the house of 
God, as a sacred place. We should meet there to get our 
souls fed by the Word of God, to blend our voices to- 
gether in praise to God and to talk and commune with 
God. If we go for any other purpose, it ceases to be a 
church and becomes a “frolic hall” and is no more a 
blessing to the community than a place designated as 
a frolic hall. 

It should not be a burden for us to go to church and 
make it a real church when we get there. The Psalmist 
David said “I was glad when they said unto me, Let us 
go into the house of the Lord.” We should not go to 
church in just any kind of an attitude. The Psalmist 
said again, “But as for me I will come into thy house in 
the multitude of thy mercy: and in thy fear will I wor- 
ship toward thy holy temple,” Psalm 5:7. We should al- 
ways worship God in fear, not being afraid that He will 
not hear us, but fearing that we will displease Him and 
bring a reproach on His Church. 


THE APOSTLE PAUL warns us in 1 Corin- 
thians 14:40: “Let all things be done decently and in or- 
der.”

“God-mockery.” Jesus Himself said, “He that worships 
God must worship him in spirit and in truth.” 

Let us now analyze our text. As Jesus came into Jeru- 
salem He found that the people there had turned the 
church into a den for a crowd of thieves. This displeased 
Jesus very much. He went in and cast them out saying, 
“It is written, My house is a house of prayer but ye have 
made it a den of thieves.” I want you to notice especially 
He said “YE have made it a den of thieves.” We are 
willing to admit that the responsibility of carrying the 
gospel to the world is on us and so it is, but did you 
know that it is also our responsibility to keep the local 
church a fit place for people to attend and worship God? 

If there is anything that needs to be emphasized to 
our people today, it is that the church is a place of 
divine worship. They need to be taught it until they 
practice it. 

The church page of a certain newspaper carried this 
announcement. “Couples of the church are hav- 
ing a church-wide Valentine dance tomorrow evening. 
Saturday night, an all-junior-high Jamboree will be held 
in the gymnasium. There will be skating and games.” 
Similar activities are carried on in churches all over 
America today. The paper referred to this place of world- 
ly amusement as a church, but according to the Bible it 
has ceased to be a chureh, and it has become a place of 
worldly recreation. The only difference is that the high 
school gymnasium does not have a high steeple but the 
church referred to probably does have one. Just because 
a building has a high steeple is no sign that it is a real 
church. Sometimes it comes nearer being “the synagogue 
of Satan.” That which makes a church in God’s sight is 
the purpose for which people attend. The church may be 
a half-fallen hut by the wayside, a few poles stuck up 
and some brush thrown on the top to keep the rain out, 
but if the people go to worship their heavenly Father, to 
me that is a church. Hallelujah! 

If Jesus should come into your church on prayer- 
meeting night when you were not expecting any special 
visitor, what would He find? Do you think He would feel 
as if He were at church or would your letting in the 
thieves of disorder cause Him to go away disappointed? 

In closing, I want to call to your attention one more 
scripture. It is found in Ephesians 5:15: “See then that 
you walk circumspectly, not as fools, but as wise.” If the 
devil cannot hinder you by keeping you away from 
church, he will get you to go in such an attitude that 
you will not gain any grounds on him after all. So do 
as Paul said, “See then that you walk... not as fools, 
but as wise.”

MY VISIT TO THE WORLDS GREATEST 
MISSIONARY CHURCH

S THE BIG four-motored Trans-Canada Air 

Lines plane left the ground at Toronto, Canada, 

and flew up and up above the beautiful, billow- 
ing white clouds, my mind returned to the People’s 
Church where I spent three profitable and happy days in 
their annual missionary convention. I shall never forget 
my first impression of this much-publicized, world- 
famous church. I shall not say that I was disappointed 
when I got out of the taxi and looked up at the People’s 
Church, but to say the least, I was not impressed. It is 
not a very imposing structure. Frankly, there is nothing 
about it to impress anyone, especially one who has seen 
churches large and small, modern and antiquated, in 
sixty-six countries around the world. 


It is an old church, built many years ago of brick and 
garnished with stone, and has long since turned many 
different colors. A large red, white, and blue sign above 
the door with the words “The World’s Largest Annual 
Missionary Convention” did quicken my pulse a little. I 
continued to read about the “internationally famous 
speakers,” “four great weeks,” “colored sound pictures,” 
and “missionaries from around the world.” With mixed 
emotions working in double time rapidity, I went into the 
main-floor auditorium and sat down to await the be- 
ginning of the service. 

The building inside.is no more impressive than the 
outside. The pews are nice and comfortable, but very 
plain and show the use of many years. The pulpit furni- 
ture and other furnishings are the same. They bear the 
mark of dignity and service, but there is nothing elab- 
orate or pretentious in any sense. There was nothing un- 
usual about the people in attendance. They are about 
the same kind of people you would find in almost any 
other church in a-large city on a Sunday morning. While 
impatiently waiting. to see what was going to happen, it 
began to dawn on me that something was already hap- 
pening before my very eyes and even in my own heart. 


Large, bold-printed posters are all over the building and 
they seem to spring out at you with a mission message. 
Behind the pulpit is a large thermometer and the top 
figure is $265,000, which is their goal for 1955. (This is 
the goal of one local church, not a church movement.) 
Above this are the words “according to your faith.” On 
one side of the pulpit is a large word, GO, and on the 
other side, YE, emphasizing that action is expected of 
every individual. 
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All around the auditorium and balcony can be seen 
signs like this: “A church without a missionary project 
is a church with a miserable prospect.” “The greatest 
waste in the Christian church is the Christian lives in 
it.” “A man may die leaving upward of a million without 
taking any upwards.” “A man who lives only for himself 
is in a very small business.” “Christ alone can save the 
world, but Christ cannot save the world alone.” “Only 
as a church fulfills her obligation, does she justify her 
existence.” “Salvation is free but discipleship costs ev- 
erything we have—God runs no bargaining counters.” 
“The greatest foes of missions are prejudice and indif- 
ference, and ignorance is the mother of them both.” 
“Now let me burn out for God.” “Let go the grain of 
wheat if you want a harvest.” “Gold is tested by fire, 
men by gold.” “Emotion is no substitute for action.” 
And finally the best of all by an all-time great mis- 
sionary, Livingstone, ‘(Nothing earthly will make me give 
up my work in despair.” 


WHILE I WAS fascinated and challenged by 
the mottos, I found that I had automatically joined in 
the singing of the really inspired missionary songs. They 
were songs that mellow you, songs that move you, awaken 
you, and challenge you. Too many mission services have 
no missionary songs at all. They sing songs which run 
the gantlet all the way from “If I Could Hear My Mother 
Pray Again” to “Tattler’s Wagon.” Not only did they 
sing mission songs in this service, but in all nine services 
that I attended, no song was sung that did not have a 
mission message. The preaching was good—nothing sen- 
sational, but it was done by proficient men who knew 
missions not only from a Biblical standpoint, but from 
many years of experience in mission lands. They preached 
with such passion, power, and appeal that I was con- 
vinced they were doing it for Christ and the lost around 
the world. 

The Exhibit Room had in it a collection of miniature 
missions fields. About twelve different booths were 
manned by pleasant-looking missionaries on furlough 
who were always eager to give out information about 
their particular field of labor. There were small huts 
and villages, large signs, curios made by native hands, 
native songs sung by missionaries, continuous missionary 
pictures of the various mission lands, and mission litera- 
ture of every description. 

The whole setting suddenly becomes clear. Piece 
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piece has been put together until it becomes a living, 
pulsating, panoramic picture. The secret is out. We now 
know the reason for the tremendous and triumphant 
success of this great church and its equally great pastor. 

is the emphasizing and re-emphasizing of missions. It 

putting missions first. The signs, the exhibits, the 
songs, the literature, the people and the preaching all 
seemed to be showing, singing, and shouting missions, 

Missions, MISSIONS, and MORE MISSIONS. It is putting 
first the things that God puts first. It is putting first 
the things that Christ puts first. It is putting first the 
things the Bible puts first. It is putting first the things 
that the early Church put first. The church that cannot 
see past its own doors will die in its own tracks. A church 
that lives only for itself is in a very small business. We 
must reach the “regions beyond.” The only way it can 

be done is for the church to lose herself in unselfish 

service. It is imperative; we must do it. We can please 
our Master no other way. 

The congenial and gracious, yet dignified and pro- 
found pastor, Dr. Oswald J. Smith, along with his faith- 
ful members, is celebrating his twenty-fifth anniversary 
as pastor of this church. During these years he has be- 
come world-renowned as evangelist, poet, author, hymn- 
writer, and missionary seer. He has a vision unequaled 
in these modern times. If we had a hundred more men 
like this man, we would reach all nations and every 
creature with the all-sufficient gospel of the grace of 
God. 

While talking with him after the service on my last 
night, I asked him to what in particular did he attribute 
the amazing success (supporting 380 missionaries in forty 
foreign countries) of this last-day’s crusade for Christ 
put forth by his church. Unhesitatingly he gave his an- 
swer and here it is: “Putting missions first.” Putting 
missions first! I felt that he meant every word he said, 
nothing superficial and nothing boastful, just simply 
stating a fact—putting missions first. This is it, nothing 
more or nothing less. “Putting missions first.” Gospel 
propagation, preaching the Word to every creature, and 
soul-winning is our business. Seeking the lost, praying 
for the lost, giving to save the lost, singing to save the 
lost, preaching to save the lost, reaching the unreached 
with the gospel, telling the untold the sweet, old, old 
story of the Saviour’s love is our obligation on earth. 
Only as the church fulfills her obligation does she justify 
her existence. 

The Christian church has become entangled in the 
meshes of methods and machinery and has almost for- 
gotten her mission. Any other thing or program should 
come second to missions. In God’s book missions is first. 
It is never third or fourth. Neither is it ever second. It is 
always first. Any act of Christian endeavor done by any 
church or individual that does not have as its ultimate 
goal the salvation of souls is absolutely worthless. All of 
our enthusiasm and works of seeking to scale the heights 
of popularity, prestige, and power will redound to our 
utter confusion and embarrassment when we stand be- 
fore the Altogether Perfect One. All self-seeking, self- 
aggrandizement and self-glorification is seeking amiss 
and will end in fear, trembling, and frustration as we 
stand before our Saviour, who alone is worthy of the 
glory and honor. The external luster and gloss will fade 

y and will become lost in the light of the Bright and 

@= Star, and in the blazing light of God’s judg- 

nt. 
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All that is done for pomp and show will perish under 
the trial by fire on that day. All men-pleasing service 
will be burned up and pass into nonexistence, but love- 
service for our Christ and lost souls around the world 
will reap a rich and lasting reward. All miracles, signs, 
and wonders, unless they are performed by. an under- 
lying motive to win the lost to Christ, are all hollow 
mockery and will haunt us and hiss in our ears on that 
final day. All display of superiority and power is only 
sounding brass and tinkling cymbals if it is not used as 
a key to unlock prison doors for the prisoners of sin who 
are in the pitfalls of iniquity so that they may see the 
marvelous light of the glorious gospel of Jesus Christ 
and be saved. 

We have heard the gospel so much we no longer love 
and appreciate it as we should. We have it from the pul- 
pit, press, radio, television, and even from the street 
corners, but over half the world does not yet have it at 
all. Of the world’s 2,974 languages, 1,789 do not have a 
Bible or a missionary. Africa still has 1,000 tribes with- 
out the gospel story. There are 600,000 towns and villages 
in India that have never heard the footsteps of one sin- 
gle missionary. Millions are begging for the gospel, and 
multiplied thousands are dying without ever having 
it once. It is the supreme tragedy of this age. 

I have thought many, many times, “Lord, what reason 
or excuse can we give on that day for our failure to 
carry out the Great Commission?” Is it a lack of under- 
standing? No, the Bible is perfectly clear on this point. 
Is it because Christ has not given sufficient power? No, 
read these scriptures and you can see that this is not 
the reason: Luke 10:19; Matthew 28:18-20; Mark 16:15- 
20; Acts 1:8. Then it must be the neglect of the church. 
We have been at ease in Zion. We have been careless 
and indifferent to the all-important command of Christ. 
There has been too much feasting and not enough fast- 
ing; too much playing and not enough praying. The only 
salvation for the Church and the lost world is for every 
blood-bought soul to “sell out to God” and give selfless 
service unstintingly in an all-out effort to win every soul 
for Christ. 

I have come away from this missionary convention 
with three things in my new treasure chest; namely, 
information, inspiration, and confirmation—information 
as to methods of procedure in missionary work; inspira- 
tion in my own heart because of missionary singing and 
preaching and the Spirit of God which seemed to per- 
meate the very atmosphere in every service; confirma- 
tion, for I saw with my own eyes, heard with my own 
ears, and felt in my own inner being all the things (and 
more) that had been told me about the missionary sac- 
rifice and service of this great church and pastor. May 
the God of all grace grant that many more such pastors 
and churches will dedicate themselves to the task of 
taking the gospel into every nation, city, town, village. 
hamlet, crossroads, and yea, to every creature before the 
curtain of life’s drama finally falls. There will be no 
encores. It is now or never. 

Can we whose souls are lighted with wisdom from on high, 
Can we to men benighted, the lamp of life deny? 
Salvation, O salvation, that joyful sound proclaim 
"Til every tribe and nation has heard of Jesus’ name.

By faith Moses, when he was come to years, refused 
to be called the son of Pharaoh’s daughter,” Hebrews

ANY TIMES GOD trains His leaders in obscure 

places. God’s ways are high above man’s ways. 

The wisdom of God is so far above that of man 
that we are sometimes almost overwhelmed at the things 
He does. Moses was born at a critical time in the history 
of the Hebrew nation. The Hebrews were in Egypt be- 
cause of the famine in Palestine. They were favored as 
long as Joseph lived. After Joseph’s death a pharaoh 
arose that did not know Joseph. The Hebrew nation had 
grown so rapidly, Pharaoh feared that in time of war 
they might unite with an enemy nation and overrun 
Egypt. So Pharaoh set taskmasters over them and put 
them in slavery. He also made a decree that all male 
children should be killed as soon as they were born. 

During this critical time of bondage, Moses was born. 
His mother saw at once that he was a proper child. She 
must have adored him as she carefully hid him each day 
to preserve his life. No one could possibly know the ter- 
rible strain she went through trying to conceal him from 
the Pharaoh. How great is a mother’s love! Ordinarily, 
we show our babies off. We are thrilled at their first 
gurgle of laughter. We try tirelessly to get them to show 
their talent to others. Think of the heavy heart Jochebed 
must have had each time the sun arose, thinking perhaps 
her baby would be discovered that day. Terror struck her 
heart at the very thought that his life might be taken 
that day! 

Finally, when the baby Moses was three months old, 
Jochebed realized she could not hide him much longer. 
She surely was prompted of God in carrying out her 
plan. I have often visioned her praying earnestly to God 
as she fashioned the little ark, shedding bitter tears as 
she tried to work out the salvation of her son. But God 
also had a plan for Moses’ life. Later when Moses, in the 
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ark, was placed on the river, Pharaoh’s daughter found 
him. God caused her compassion to reach out to the 
baby. As a result of the plan, Moses’ mother was allowed 
the privilege of nursing her own son. In time he went 

the court of Egypt, but not before he was thoroughly = 
quainted with the God of Israel. Because of his environ- 
ment and inheritance, Moses chose the spiritual things 
of life rather than the pleasures to be found in sin. 

Mothers, we never know when God is placing a Moses 
in our care. Statistics tell us that juvenile delinquency is 
on the increase at an alarming rate. Could it be that 
parents are failing in home training? Remember, the 
home is where the first and most lasting impressions of 
God are made upon the child. Let us not be careless in 
this great calling. It is a work that will net eternal re- 
sults. 

John Ruskin said, “If I have accomplished anything in 
the world, I owe it to the verses of scripture my good 
mother instilled into me while I was at her knee.” One 
man stated he was thankful for a habit his mother taught 
him as a boy. She taught him to always read a verse of 
scripture when he went to bed, then repeat it over and 
over till he fell asleep. He said, “Often these verses would 
come to my mind to counsel me during a crisis, or during 
a trying day.” The leaders behind the Iron Curtain believe 
in child training. I read the other day where a new 
method of indoctrinating children is being tried in Hun- 
gary. At regular meetings of teachers, children and par- 
ents, the latter are compelled to expound various phases 
of Communist doctrine. It is believed that children can . 
be controlled more readily by hearing Communist prop- 
aganda from the mouths of those they love and trust. 
Let us take the advantage in our great country to teach 
our children about God and His Word.

GIFTS FOR MISSIONARIES

It is a fact that 
many articles needed by missionaries can be bought 
in any country of the world (provided that funds are 
available). 

Friends at home like to pick out personal gifts such 
as clothing, but it is well to learn from the missionary 
first how high the duty is on clothing. One young mother 
received several articles of baby clothing sent separately, 
and each one was greatly appreciated. The young father 
however, had to make several long trips to customs of- 
fices, and when the last: package had been accounted for, 
the total tax on them was more than the garments were 
worth. 

Used clothing was a great help after the war, when 
thousands of bales were allowed to’pass without any 
duty. Now this situation has been changed, at least in 
certain countries. The payment of a heavy tax on partly 
worn clothes is no longer worth the effort. 

Candy and perishables are usually disappointing gifts, 
no matter where they are sent. A young couple in South 
America spent two days going around to the customs 
offices to claim a package. After reluctantly paying a 
duty amounting to more than three dollars, they opened 
the wrappings to find a mass of pulverized homemade 
cookies. They felt too bad about it to tell the friend who 
had tried to give them this touch from home. 

There are a few articles which are seldom if ever 
taxed. These are books, magazine subscriptions, and new 
phonograph records. While they may lack the very per- 
sonal touch, they do have the advantage of durability 
and can be passed around among a group of missionaries. 

To avoid difficulties with the customs and the pay- 
ment of duty, friends sometimes send a check with in- 
structions to buy articles on the field. If the donor wishes

to deduct this amount from his income tax report, he 
must send the check designated for the missionary 
through the mission headquarters office. It is not wise 
to send international money orders direct to the field, 
for a substantial charge is deducted when the money or- 
der is cashed. 

In mailing packages to certain countries, be sure that 
they are clearly marked with the word “gift.” Light- 
weight nylons and cottons can be sent. There is a spe- 
cial rate for sending lightweight merchandise (eight 
ounces or less) by air mail to certain countries. Infor- 
mation may be obtained from one’s local post office. 

Some mission boards discourage the practice of asking 
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returning missionaries to take along with them baggage 
boxes sent to missionaries on the field. This practice is 
discouraged because travelers are often limited as to 
weight and number of pieces of baggage; and additional 
baggage may mean not only excess charges, but even the 
purchase of another trunk to hold the overflow. It is also 
a financial burden for the home office to forward pack- 
ages to the field which might have been sent there direct- 
ly. 

Let no warm-hearted lover of missionaries be dismayed 
by these man-made restrictions. The friends of soldiers 
serving abroad managed to send them tokens of affection 
from time to time, and missionaries deeply appreciate 
the spirit shown by David when he said, “Neither will I 
offer burnt offerings unto the Lord my God of that 
which doth cost me nothing” (2 Samuel 24:24).

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MISSIONARIES AIDED BY 
NEW TENNESSEE LAW 

Tennessee lawmakers, when told of 
the problems some missionaries serv- 
ing in foreign countries have experi- 
enced in securing permits to operate 
motor vehicles, passed a bill that will 
make it far easier for them to renew 
their American drivers license. The bill 
signed into law by Gov. Frank Clem- 
ent, applies to any person, “who is 
now or who hereafter” will be in a 
foreign country in the employment of 
a religious or charitable organization. 

Missionaries in a foreign country 
when their current U. S. license ex- 
pires will henceforth merely forward 
a certificate from a Lee are attest- 
ing that they are qualified physically 
to drive a motor vehicle. With a cur- 
rent U. S. license most missionaries 
are able to secure a foreign driver’s 
permit. Removal of this small, but of- 
ten serious, problem will be appreci- 
ated by many evangelical missionar-

STORY ON CAPITAL CHAPEL 


The American public and the world 
in general are about to get details of 
one of the most hush-hush meeting 
places in Washington—the place 
where lawmakers meet their God. 

The House voted to prepare an of- 
ficial report on its new prayer room 
in answer to public inquiries and took 
the action on the same day the com- 
pleted room was opened to newsmen 
for inspection. 

Photographers for the religious and 
secular press, magazines and televi- 
sion were told they could take pictures 
of the room and its window for two 
days. Thereafter, it is to be “off lim- 
its” again to both press and public. 

According to an official announce- 
ment, each member of the House will 
receive 100 copies of the special report 
on the gaa room for distribution. 
More will be printed if they are need- 
ed.— (ERA—3-23-55) 

CHINESE MISSIONARIES SEEN 
TO FACE NEW TRIALS 

Tougher days ahead are in prospect 
for foreign missionaries behind the 
“Bamboo Curtain” in Red China, if 
forecasts in Chinese newspapers pub- 
lished in Hong Kong are correct. 

The papers base their predictions 
on reports that the Chinese Com- 
mun in Kwangtung province have 
again ordered all aliens (mostly mis- 
sionaries) residing in the province to 
register with the public security bu- 
reaus in the counties and villages. Ap- 
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parently, the Communists have not 
succeeded in keeping track of the for- 
eigners in China, even though they 
required all aliens to register on Nov. 
28, 1951; on Aug. 10, 1954 and again 
before the end of January, 1955.— 
(ERA—3-23-55) 

Temperance-minded Christians will 
be pleased to know that The Reader’s 
Digest, which carried advertising for 
the first time in its 34-year history 
commencing with the April issue, re- 
fuses to accept advertising of alcoholic 
beverages, tobacco or medical rem- 
edies. How much the advertising pro- 
fession respects this stand was indi- 
cated by the fact that orders for 1107 
pages of ads—two-thirds of which 
were refused—were placed within two 
weeks after the magazine’s decision to 
accept advertising was announced. 


ON THE LIGHTER SIDE 
OF THE NEWS 

In Frostburg, Md., a bolt of light- 
ning struck the belfry of the First 
Methodist church at 6 a.m. one Fri- 
day morning recently, touching off 
electrical chimes which pealed out the 
strains of “Be Still My Soul.” 

The unscheduled dawn musical in- 
terlude of recorded hymns continued 
with “Jesus Is Tenderly Calling” and 
“I Would Be True.” 

The Pastor, John Bayley said the 
lightning apparently short-circuited 
the chimes mechanism, which is set to 
play automatically each ——. 

In Denver, Colo., a former bakery 
employee who stole a 10-pound choco- 
late layer cake in 1924 because he was 
hungry returned to make restitution. 

He inquired about the price of a 
similar cake and was told it cost $8.40. 
He paid and walked out. Now the bak- 
ery wants to locate the man to make 
restitution to him. In 1924 the cake 
cost only $2.10. 

In Rochester, Ind., The Rochester 
Canning Co. collected a 25-year-old 
bill it didn’t even know was owed. 

The debtor did, however, and sent 
the money in a letter which read: 

“To whom it may concern: 

“Please find enclosed $1 in consider- 
ation of a few cans of peas taken from 
your establishment—between 1928 and 
1930. When I was saved from my sins 
in January, 1932, I made resitutions as 
I felt the need. Yet it seems good for 
my experience that this act be ac- 
ee and accounted for at this 

me.

Journal printed this item as current 
news: The Presbyterian minister was 
summoned to the bedside of a Metho- 
dist woman who was ill.

“No,” answered 
the child, “he’s at home, but we 
thought it might be something con- 
tagious and we didn’t want to expose 
him to it.” 


SCOFIELD BIBLE REVISION 
MEETING RESISTANCE 


(EP) Ever since the announcement 
was made that Oxford University 
Press had named a board of evangeli- 
cal scholars to revise the Scofield Ref- 
erence Bible, members of the commit- 
tee have been receiving a variety of 
suggestions, denunciations, allegations, 
indictments, complaints, and even 
threats. 

Dr. E. Schuyler English, chairman 
of the revision committee, revealed 
some of the objections already re- 
ceived by committee members in the 
April issue of Our Hope magazine. 

“The committee members,” says Dr. 
English, “have been called ‘Quislings’ 
and ‘Modernists.’ Some of the mem- 
bers have been accused of thinking too 
highly of themselves in assuming that 
they could compare in spiritual stat- 
ure with Dr. Scofield and his editors. 
It has been suggested that certain 
members of the committee will have 
no choice in the decisions.’ 

“Your Editor,” continues English, 
“as chairman of the committee of re- 
vision, has been attacked most of all. 
He is not only charged with being 
the instigator of the revision for the 
purpose of destroying the Scofield Ref- 
erence Bible, but it has been said of 
him that he published the Pilgrim Bi- 
ble which is a wordy, weak, tautologi- 
cal, slow-selling, second-rate imitation 
of the Scofield Bible, and that he has 
weakened and watered down Our Ho 
and will do the same to the Scofield 
Bible.”
